It is stolcd as a fact in some papers that 


'we sec, that the revenue of the if. States 
Govcrmnuiit for the present fiscal year, will 
reach Furty'tlirce. MiUions uf UMnv, or 
Twelve Millions more than tho Secretary of 
the Treasury supposed it would be ; and, 
upon tlie foundation of that statement, the 
Opposition journals, iu a tone of exultation, 
exclaim, "so much for the British Tariff of 
1846!" 
Wejoininthccsclamation, though 


in a very different spirit. 
What does such 


an immense amount of revenue derived from 
duties on imports of foreign goods and wares 
prove ? Simply, as we understand it, that, 
our manufacturing establishments at, home 
and our Domestic Industry are giving way 
before the vast preponderance of advantages 
conferred by "the British Tariff of 184(5" 
upon foreign manufactures and labor over 
our own, and that our country is rapidly 
running into debt to the capitalists and 
money-lenders of Europe 


As to the first branch of the proposition, 


the condition of the Iron and Coal business 
in Pennsylvania furnishes sufficient evidence. 
We have in former numbers laid instances 
on this subject before our readers. 
The 


facts are beyond dispute. 
"We observe in 


the Baltimore American of Wednesday last, 
a' statement of the number of Furnaces 
which have been put out of blast in that 
State, amounting to some fifteen or more, 
because, under the present policy of the 
Government, to keep them in operation 
would entail inevitable destruction upon the 
proprietors, and all the capital invested in 
theiu must now lie idle and unproductive. 
From the same paper we copied a statement 
last week which gave the information that 
all or nearly all the manufacturers of brown 
cottons in the vicinity' of that city have come 
to tlie determination either of stopping their 
mills or working "half time" after the 10th 
iust. 
So too, at Lowell, Mass., we learn 


, from the communication of "An Operative" 
in the X. Y. Tribune, that 


"The directors of the Suffolk Cotton Mills 


in this city, have decided to stop making 
cloth at the present ruinous prices, and have 
to-day given notice to the 500 persons em- 
ployed by the Company, ,that tho services of 
one-half their number must be forthwith 
dispensed with. It is stated, on good au- 
thority, that a similar disposition will be 
'made of those employed by the "ISoott," 
"Tremont," and "Massachusetts'' Cotton 
.Mills, which Corporations, employ 3,200 
pcrsous, and represent a capital of £3,500,- 
000. 


The Boott Company manufactures about 


£60,000 "worth of goods per month, and 
their sales for sonic months past have aver- 
aged about §12,000 per month. 
This is 


•doubtless true of the other juills, especially 
where fine goods only are made; and of 
course they must speedily partially or wholly- 
close also. 
A part of tlie goods which have 


been sold have brought prices below cost; a 
late shipment of goods to Canton, for in- 
stance, brought then: scvon cent.- per yard, 
which price will not pay the cost of manu- 
facture at the present rates ibr cotton.— 
The announcement of this state of things 
lias caused no little excitement among our 
business community. Business, has been 
very much depressed for the past two years. 
Several important failures have taken place 
recently, ami more must inevitably foiiow 
unlcss a change takes place soon, of which 
there sceuis no prospect whatever." 


It must be evident to all what a disasl ivus 


effect such a state of things mu.-t produce, 
not alone ou the owners uf the mills, but 
the large number of workers who are thrown 
out of steady and profitable employment in 
the Factories, and compelled to seek em- 
.ploymcnt in other departments of labor in 
competition with those already engaged, or 
to emigrate to the Western States and Cal- 
ifornia, by the expenditure of their savings 
in the mills. We may" well exclaim, U.S" 
'mwjtfor the. BRITIKJf 7ViJ</1«40 I'' 


Nor is it less easy to demonstrate the op- 


eration of that measure in involving the 
country in debt to foreigners. 
The follow- 


ing statement, which wu cut from one of the 
Locofoco neutrals, clearly exhibits the pro- 
cess ':— 


"The whole amount of 1T. States stocks 


transferred to foreign account from the com- 
mencement of the present vear to April 
2Gtk, is -53,118.002. The "amount, last 
week transferred was nearly double th.it of 
the preceding week, which was nearly SlUO.- 
000 greater than iu any previous six days.'"

iiic-rchant is bereft of a good trade, the me- 
chanic and laborer are without employment.

AVe fear not—at least not until our great 
Commonwealth shall mists to bis the "pas- 
sive victim of selfish politicians—of north- 
ern men with southern principles—of h>co- 
ioeo free-traders. 
Not until the whole 


people of this State shall with one accord 
unite in defence and protection of her great 
interest.'!, will those interests be adequately 
eared for by tlie General Government. 
Tlie 


present National Administration—(the Pre- 
sident in his message and the Secretary of 
tho Treasury in his report,)—has done its. 
duty and. manfully stood by us; but their 
ellorts are counteracted by the course of our 
locofoco legislature at 11 arris-burg, locofoco 
editors throughout the State with but few 
exceptions, and locofocos whom we have 
sent to Congress only to preach free-trade 
aud laud the Tariff of IS-Hi. 


The remarks which wo have made in re-

The Catastrophe at Angiers, France. 
The following details of tho catastrophe 


arc given in the Journal de Maine et Loire 
of the 36th: 


"A frightful accident has just occurred 


here. 
At 11 o'clock this morning a squad- 


ron of Hussars, coming from Nantes, had 
crossed over the suspension bridge of the 
Basse Maine, without an v accident, although 
the wind blew very heavily from the West 
and the river was much agitated. The hist 
of tlie horses had scarcely crossed the bridge 
vrhc:; the head of the column of the 3d bat- 
talion of the llth light infantry appeared 
on the other side. 


lioiterated warnings were given to the 


troops to break into sections, as is usually 
done, but the rain falling heavily at the 
time, the warning was disregarded, and the 
battalion advanced in close column. 
The 


head of the battalion had reached the oppo- 
site side—the pioneers, the drummers, and 
a part of the band were off the bridge, when 
the cast-iron columns of the right bank sud- 
denly gave way, crushing beneath them the 
rear of the 4th company, which, with the 
Hank company, had not entered on the 
bridge. 
To describe the frightful spectacle 


is impossible; the scene at the bridge of 
Beresma can alone give an idea of it- 


The whole town rushed to the spot to 


give assistance. 
In spite of the storm which 


was raging, all the boats that could be got 
at were launched to pick up the soldiers in 
the river, and a great number who were 
clinging to the parapets of the bridge, or 
who were kept afloat by then knapsacks, 
tfere immediately got out. 


If the weather had boon calm, the greater 


number of them would in all probability 
have been saved. 
The wind, linwcvor. blew 


a perfect hurricane, and the waves were verv 
r'.ugh. 
Masses of men iniijht be seen elinir- 


iug to each other, the waves every moment 
washing away snme of them, until only one 
remained. Beams of wooil, planks, and ev- 
ery article that could be laid bold of, wore 
huincbed to enable the men to keep them- 
selves aSfiafe until farther assistant" couhl 
arrive.
